STUDY FOR ADULTS 
TERMED USELESS 


CINCINNATI, Nov. 12 (AP) 
—A University of Pittsburgh 
executive says he thinks it is a 
waste of time to teach the in- 
tricacies of foreign affairs to 
most Americans because they 
need first to have their interest 
in the subject aroused. 


Shepherd Witman, director 
of the university’s educational 
exchange program, also said he 
is opposed to top-drawer edu- 
cation for top-level position 
holders in national life. 


In a recent address before 
the Adult Education Associa- 
tion, Witman said, “Adult edu- 
cation in world affairs for most 
citizens produces very little 
educational effect.” 


Witman said he figures the 
limited resources of educators 
in this field should be directed 
to intellectuals and: what he 
called second-level leaders in 
industry, labor and govern- 
ment, 

As for top-level leaders, he 
said, “These people in govern- 
ment or business already have 
their minds made up on the 
crucial foreign policy issues.

Korean war, won the Silver 
Star, Bronze Star and le 
Heart with two clusters. e 
had been attending the Army’s 
Command and Gertera] Staff 
College at nearby Fort Leaven- 
worth, Kan. 

John E. Dugan, manager of 
the theater, shot Parker in 
the back. 

Parker staggered down a 
flight of stairs and through the 
lobby, then collapsed and died 
face down in Main street. He 
still cradled the theater’s metal 
cash box in one arm. 

The major’s wife went into 
shock when she was told of 
his death. They were living 
in Leavenworth, Kan., 25 miles 
northwest of Kansas City, 
while Parker attended the col- 
lege at Fort Leavenworth. 
They have no children. 

“We have been unable to 
determine any cause for his 
actions other than that he 
might have been having some 
sort of financial difficulties,” 
said an Army spokesman. 
“There had been nothing to 
indicate he was overly worried 
about anything.” 

Parker, in civilian clothes 
and armed with a .32-caliber 
pistol, grabbed the cash box 
out of Dugan’s hands as the 
theater manager entered his 
office on the second: floor 
above the lobby. 

“I went to my desk and got 
my gun (a .38 pistol),” Dugan 
said, 

“I caught him at the. top 
of the stairs. I fired three 
shots at him when he was 
about 18 feet away from me, 
He kept on going down the 
stairs.

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1S. STUDY LINKS 
LUNG CANCER 
AIRPOLLUTION 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 11 (AP) 
~The Public Health Service 
said yesterday there is increas- 
ing evidence that air pollution 
contributes to some forms of 
cancer and hastens the death 
of heart patients. 

Cancers of the lung, stomach 
and esophagus were mentioned 
specifically. 

Dr. Richard A. Prindle, chief 
of the air pollution medical 
program, said “there is defin- 
itely more cancer of certain 
types in urban areas, and more 
heart disease of the arterio- 
sclerotic type and other kinds.” 

Referring to a new report on 
studies of air pollution, Dr. 
Prindle added: 


“We can’t say air pollution 
causes the heart disease but it 
seems to hasten death of those 
affected by heart disease.” 

Study of Donora, Pa. 

He added that a follow-up 
study on persons who were af- 
fected by polluted air at Don- 
ora, Pa., 10 years ago showed 
they generally had worse 
health later than those who 
had not been affected. 

Air pollution has been shown 
definitely to affect death rates, 
Dr. Prindle said, in that. mor- 
tality rates are highest in the 
central areas of urban com- 
munities and lower in the sub- 
urban areas but still above 
those in rural areas. 

Discussing this, a new Health 
Service booklet prepared for 
the National Conference on Air 
Pollution next week says: 

“The ‘urbanization’ factor in 
death rates is well established 
and recognized. Mortality for 
a number of diseases, notably

“The striking rise of lung 
cancer as a cause of death in 
most of the industralized parts 
of the world has focused in- 
tense public interest on the 
search for its cause. As is well 
known, excessive cigarette 
smoking has been strongly im- 
plicated as a contributory 
factor. 

“Less widely publicized is 
the fact that mortality rates for 
lung cancer among urban 
dwellers are significantly high- 
er than among strictly compar- 
able rural groups, smoking 
habits notwithstanding... . 

“A number of pollutants 
found in community air sup- 
plies are known to produce 
cancer in experimental animals, 
and chemical analyses have re- 
vealed many other cancer- 
producing agefits. .. 

“Taken together, this ad- 
mittedly fragmentary evidence 
points unmistakeably to rela- 
tionship between air pollution 
and lung cancer which de- 
mands further exploration and 
study.” 

One of the major studies 
now under way involves opera- 
tion of 123 air sampling sta- 
tions at Nashville, Tenn., in an 
effort to determine the rela- 
tionship of air pollution to 
general health.

The 12-Month School 


One of the more urgent of so- 
ciéty’s problems concerns the 
shortage of classrooms and teach- 
ers in our public school system. 
Happily, our thinkers have come 
through with diverse solutions. 

Some of the solutions are 
* gound, and others ate fatuous. 
Inasmuch as the fatuous solutions 
seem to have the widest currency, 
I should like to aid modestly in 
the extermination—in the com- 
plete annihilation — of one of 
them, namely, that the 12-month 
school year. will solve the class- 
room shortage, and that it will 
adequately accommodate the 
growing number of school chil- 
dren because we will then have 
“maximum utilization of existing 
facilities” (a vile phase; that). 


° . « 


The argument for the 12-month 
school year is usually shored by 
the words “efficiency,” “econ- 
omy,” and “progress,” all magical 
words, No self-respecting busi- 
hessman, so runs the argument, 
would think of using only 62 per 
cent of his available space part 
of the time, and none of it the 
rést of the time, because such 
would be uneconomical and in- 
efficient. That is partly true, but 
we must remember that public 
education is not a business. 

But even if public education 
were a business, we must still 
contend with the fact that huge 
corporations such as U. 8. Steel 
think nothing of operating at 60 
per cent capacity, and that num- 
erous other companies will fre- 
quently close down their plants 
“for days, weeks, and even months 
at a time—because it is the most 
economical thing to do. 

I’ have rarely seen more than 
10 or.15 people in any hotel lobby 
at once, and yet, most of the 
finer hotel lobbies would accom- 
modate at least 2000 people. 
There is something aesthetic 
about spaciousness. 

And I am quite certain that 
those who are most vocal in cri- 
ticizing inefficiency in public 
schools would protest loudly if 
they had to spend a night in some 
of the cheaper hotels that have 
a “maximum utilization of exist- 
ing facilities.” , 

. . * 

Pack our children into existing 
schools, hold classes 18 hours a 
day, six days a week, 12 months 
a year, and it will not be long 
before our schools will be about 
as appealing as a skid-row hotel. 

Let not my worthy opponents 
think that I am an opponent of 
efficiency or economy. Far from 
it. I hate to see churches standing 
empty six days a week especially 
in an atomic age. It disturbs me 
to see spacious country clubs used 
only on weekends; I sometimes 
think we ought to use them for 
schools during the week. 

Most of all, I hate the idea of 
summer cottages in the hills, at 
the lakes, and vacation resorts in 
general, to which our citizens 
flock by the millions every’ sum- 
mer: these are exactly three times 
as wasteful as our schools, being 
open about three months of the 
year and closed for nine. 

If we must have economy, ef- 
ficiency, and progress, we must, 
of course, begin somewhere, but 
I wonder if it is best to begin 
in our public schools?

Concern for our private and 
national wealth is laudable, but 
we ought to give some thought to 
the children who may be deprived 
of the educational luxuries that 
we enjoyed (and the summer va- 
cation was not the least of these). 

Also I am not sure that we can, 
with impunity, make conditions 
any worse than they are now for 
the public school teachers. Most 
of them, as we know, will put up 
with just about any sort of a dis- 
grace to their profession, but add 
a few more hours to their sched- 
ules, a few more pupils to their 
classes, a few more months to the 
school year and, however much 
we may increase their salaries, 
we will see an exodus from the 
teaching profession such as we 
have never before witnessed. 

I personally know five able- 
bodied and intelligent young men 
who used to teach in the public 
high schools, and none of them 
quit because of inadequate pay.

Was M.U. Used? 


Did the University of Missouri unwittingly 
permit itself to be used for private power 
company propaganda in the aid cask 
Atoms for Power Conference a fo ago? 
We ask the question because an affirmative 
answer is so strongly indicated by an article 
in Public Power magazine reporting and ana- 
lyzing that rather remarkable assemblage. 

Alex Radin, general manager of the Ameri- 
can Public Power Association, who wrote the 
article, attended the conference by invitation 
of its co-sponsors, the University of Missouri 
and the American Assembly of Columbia Uni- 
versity. The stated purpose of the gathering 
was “to discuss the question of the use of 
atomic energy for power purposes, in the 
hope that from this discussion will come con- 
clusions which will be valuable in moulding 
public opinion... . ” 


As disclosed in Public Power, of some 55 
participants in the conference 10 were offi- 
cials of private power companies and seven 
were electrical manufacturers or suppliers 
with a strong private-power bias, a total of 
17 representing that point of view, while only 
three were representative of public power. 
The final report of the conference, which 
was to be so valuable in moulding public’ 
opinion, was written by a Union Electric Co. 
official in his capacity as conference director. 
As might not have been totally unexpected, it 
presented primarily the viewpoint of the pri- 
vate power companies on an important and 
controversial policy issue. 


The report, which we reprint under the 
cartoon today, proposes that private atomic 
power plants should be subsidized by the 
United States Treasury. It proposes that the 
electricity produced by these plants should 
be marketed primarily and perhaps exclusive- 
ly for private profit. It proposes that private 
power companies should be permitted to own 
nuclear fuel and atomic power patents. 


All of these proposals represent changes 
from the policy now written into the Atomic 
Energy Act. Together they seem to us to 
point toward private monopoly of nuclear 
power, a natural resource which up to now 
has been developed primarily with public 
funds under public initiative. In our opinion 
private enterprise should share in nuclear 
power development, but not to the exclusion 
of public enterprise. 

Not only the substance of the report, but 
the way it was written argues that private- 
power attitudes dominated the conference. 
The public power representatives were voted 
down when they suggested the report might 
appropriately note that the Government and 
not private enterprise has carried the main 
burden of nuclear development so far. They 
were voted down when they objected to de- 
scribing the report as involving “no very 
radical departure” from present policy. At 
one stage they were even voted down when 
they asked that their dissent. be recorded, 
though this decision was later changed. 

The whole record strongly suggests that 
the University of Missouri unintentionally 
permitted itself to be used to put across a 
special-interest point of view on nuclear poli- 
cy. The era when power company propagan- 
dists poisoned textbooks and subsidized teach- 
ers is still too fresh in memory for any uni- 
versity to be complacent about such a 
possibility. 


Juvenile Court Moves Ahead 


The appointment of an administrative as- 
sistant to the Judge of the Juvenile Court is 
a development long needed in St. Louis. John 
P. O’Brien, who has been director of juve- 
nile court services for Grand Rapids during 
the past five years, comes well recommended 
to the post, and he faces a challenging 
opportunity. 

his new office ought to become the key 
to a really well-organized Juvenile Court that 
will in time to come prgvide all the services 
a modern Juvenile Court should provide. The 
administrative assistant can save a great deal 
of the Judge’s time from administrative rou- 
tine for more important matters that he alone 
can deal with. He can organize and direct 
the work of the 54 employés so as to make 
it go farther and be more effective than it 
otherwise could be. 

Under Judge David A. McMullan, who has 
just been reappointed by the circuit judges, 
the Juvenile Court is making real headway. 
It could scarcely be doing so at a time when 
an enlightened, well-staffed Juvenile Court 
was more needed. Its administrative strength- 
ening will, we trust, be only a basic first step 
in a continuous improvement of the St. Louis 
Juvenile Court. 


Who Needs a Press Agent? 


One of the standard tactics of union lead- 
ers embarrassed in the Senate’s labor rackets 
inquiry has been to equate an attack on them 
with an attack on unionism. “Indict me and 
you indict every working man in America,” 
they argue. And then, having shifted the at- 
tack from themselves to the union movement, 
they step out front as the champions of the 
rank and file they have put under a cloud. 

This is what Maurice A. Hutcheson of the 
Carpenters’ union is up to. The union plans 
a big “counter-offensive,” he told delegates 
to its general convention here in St. Louis. Not 
unexpectedly, the principal effort of that ac- 
tivity involves the hiring of a public relations 
firm to demonstrate that union members are 
good citizens. | 

Nobody has safd that union members are 
not good citizens. The question is the activi- 
ties of Maurice Hutcheson. 

Mr. Hutcheson is awaiting trial in Indiana 
on bribery charges in the Indiana highway 
scandals. He and two~of his fellow interna- 
tional officers Were charged with paying a 
$16,000 bribe to a state-right-of-way buyer. 

When that trial has been concluded, the 
AFL-CIO executive council probably will have 
its long-postponed showdown with Mr. Hutche- 
son on corruption charges growing out of 
testimony before the Senate Labor Rackets 
Investigating Committee last summer. Fed- 
eration officials want to know why he refused 
to answer questions by the Senate committee 
relating to the misuse of union funds.

Time to Mote Forward 


The resort to legal appeals and delays is 
running out its course in the Little Rock 
public school case. Judges Woodrough, John- 
sen and Matthes, serving as a three-member 
bench of the United States Court of Appeals, 
have now sent the latest Little Rock case back 
to the United States District Court of Judge 
John E. Miller of Fort Smith. This unanimous 
decision enjoins the Little Rock School Board 
“from taking any further steps or action, with- 
out the approval of the District Court, to 
transfer possession, control or operation, 
whether directly or indirectly, of any of the 
senior high schools or any other property or 
facilities of the Little Rock School District, 


to any organization or person, for carrying on . 


any segregated 
nature.” 

But the Court of Appeals did more than 
this. In addition to barring school leases for 
private, segregated operations and any other 
acts that impede the execution of the integra- 
tion plan, the court provided that members 
of the School Board 

shall take such affirmative steps as the Dis- 

trict Court may hereafter direct, to facilitate 

and accomplish the integration of the Little 

Rock School District in accordance with the 

Court’s prior orders. 

Explaining this, Judges Woodrough, John- 
sen and Matthes continued in a parenthetical 
statement: 

It is of course not the intention of this 
provision of our order that appellees (School 
Board members) shall take only such affirm- 
ative steps to carry out the integration plan 
as the District Court may expressly direct. 
Appellees have an obligation under the pre- 
vious general order against them to move 
forward, within their official powers, to 
carry out the integration plan, to which they 


must commensurately respond on their own 
initiative. 


Appeal from this ruling to the Supreme 
Court is a right of the Little Rock school au- 
thorities. But how could it be anything other 
than a waste of time? 

Eventually the confused and distraught peo- 
ple of Little Rock will come to the conélusion 
that this tragic situation has continued long 
enough. Then they will move effectively to 
end it. For two months the four high schools 
of the Arkansas state capital have been closed 
—closed by order not of the local School 
Board, but of the Governor, Orval Faubus. 

Currently some students are being taught 
in private classes, financed by contributions. 
But no one would say that although these 
private Classes are “separate” they are also 
“equal” to those which the Little Rock stu- 
dents attended before Gov. Faubus closed the 
schools.

The President’s Colombo Promise 


President Eisenhower obviously’ was con- 
scious of His post-election promise to hold 
down spending as he addressed the repre- 
sentatives of the Colombo powers in Seattle. 
So while promising greater American co-op- 
eration, he did not indicate how much this 
might run to in money. He also stressed pri- 
vate investment in these Asian countries and 
loans from such international sources as the 
World Bank. 

Loans on “bankable terms” certainly are 
preferable to foreign aid grants. But some 
under-developed countries do not have a very 
high credit rating at the bank. And some of 
them are subject to such internal and exter- 
nal pressures that they do not offer very at- 
tractive opportunities for private investment. 

Since conditions vary considerably from 
country to country, the President was fully 
justified in calling attention to diverse sources 
of economic help. He was most specific when 
he said he would ask Congress for a supple- 
mental appropriation of $225,000,000 for the 
Development Loan Fund. | 

Since the United States extended help—in 
all forms—amounting to about $900,000,000 
to the Colombo group last year, and since its 
contributions since 1950—when the Colombo 
plan was started—run to about four billion 
dollars, Washington has an investment to pro- 
tect. And the fundamental reason for help 
still exists: the economic development of these 
countries to the point at which Communism 
ceases to tempt them. 

The basic concept of the Colombo plan 
recommends its participants for special con- 
sideration. It is a co-operative enterprise 
under which they seek to help each other as 
much as possible. In helping such nations on 
the way to stability and prosperity the United 
States really helps itself. 


Connecticut Dark Horse 

Senator Kennedy of Massachusetts natural- 
ly is getting most attention as New England’s 
contribution to the Democratic presidential 
sweepstakes of 1960. But we would advise 
bettors in the winter book not to overlook 
another New Englander who won election on 
Nov, 4 and may be heard from before the 
nominating convention meets two years hence. 

This dark horse last week was elected 
United States Representative from the Con- 
necticut Second district, which had sent a 
Republican to Congress continuously since 
1950—only two years ago by 59 per cent of 
the total yote. He is 57. He went to Choate 
and Yale.’ He is a successful business man, 
having earned in 10 years a private fortune 
sufficient to enable him to epter public life. 
He has had extensive experience in the Fed- 
eral Government, serving as wartime Price 
Administrator during a period—1943 to early 
1946—when price control really worked, with 
justice to both producers and consumers. He 
has had extensive experience in internation4l 
affairs, having served as delegate to UNESCO, 
special assistant to the Secretary General of 
the United Nations, and with great success as 
the most popular American ambassador to 
represent his country in India (1951-53). He 
has had useful experience in state govern- 
ment, having served as governor of Connecti- 
cut (1949-51). He is a New Deal liberal, a 
relatively new face in presidential politics, a 
man of great ability, articulate and spirited. 

All of which would seem to make it certain 
that Chester Bowles will be heard from as the 
slate makers calculate availabilities. And why 
not? With just about every non-Southern Sen- 
ator who won election last week regarded as a 
presidential possibility, it would not be at all 
amiss for the Democrats te consider what the 
House has to offer as well. And Chester 
Bowles’s broad experience would make him a 
standout among Representatives. |

Public Subsidy for Private Nuclear Power 


Missouri Conference Recommends Such Aid and Other Policy Changes 


(Recommendations of the final re- 
port of the Atoms for Power con- 
ference, Oct. 23-26, sponsored by the 
University of Missouri with co- 
operation of the American As- 
sembly.) 


There should continue to be ex- 
tensive research and development 
by industry, universities and govern- 
ment covering all phases of the 
peaceful uses of nuclear energy in- 
cluding the constructing of small 
experimental and prototype reactors 
for development and testing, illus- 
trating a wide range of new and 
promising con- 
cepts and in par- 
ticular breeder 
types of reactors 
for the long haul. 
of On favorable de- 
termination of the 
technical feasibil- 
ity and economic 
promise of a re- 
actor design, industry including utili- 
ty groups should be given the op- 
portunity to construct, own, and op- 
erate the prototypes as well as the 
full scale plant when its construction 
is merited. 


Recognizing that operating expe- 
rience with large nuclear plants 
is necessary in order to determine 
costs the Federal Government should 
assume a share of the financial

burden which is in excess of con-. 


ventional plant cost. Among various 
atomic power plants generating 
power at comparable rates those of 
lowest fueling cost sheuld be em- 
phasized. 


The AEC should support those 
projects of the qualified utility 
or group whose proposals hold great- 
est technical promise at least cost to 
the Government. In the event no 
proposals are forth-coming and if

Role for the AEC 


The above mentioned Government 
assistance to industry in building 
nuclear plants should include such 
kinds of aid as investment capital, 
research and development costs, 
waiver of fuel and heavy water use 
charges and use of Government 
laboratories and materials testing 
facilities only so long as this as- 
sistance is necessary. In this connec- 
tion it is suggested that the AEC 
continue its present policy of sup- 
porting research and development in 


_ universities and industry particularly 


aimed at increasing the fraction of 
work performed by the universities 
and industry. In addition, increased 
emphasis should be placed on the 
usé of the national laboratories by 
the universities to expand the basic 
research being performed. 


AEC contractors should be given 
an added incentive to do government 
work and to do a better job in that 
which they undertake by receiving 
a preferred patent position. Licenses

American industry has significant 
short term opportunities for reactor 
construction projects in foreign 
countries. Since third-party indemni- 
fication is a serious obstacle in fully 
exploiting these significant short 
term opportunities American indus- 
try has for reactor construction proj- 
ects in foreign countries, our govern- 
ment should aggressively encourage 
other governments to solve this lia- 
bility problem, 


‘Progress to Date’ 


Since the public is generally un- 
aware of the high level of tech- 
nological competence the United 
States has in the atomic energy field, 
emphasis should be placed on public 
information services. 


It is believed that these greater 
incentives for industry participation 
would bring new vigor to the de- 
velopment of competitive nuclear 
power and strengthen free competi- 
tion in private enterprise. 


We feel that such an approach 
to the goal of competitive nuclear 
power represents no very radical de- 
parture from the course which has 
been followed up to the present time. 
The progress to date has been, we 
think, rather remarkable in view &f 


the cross-currents of interest and 
the requirements of national security 
which have put severe limitations 
on the freedom of action of both the 
AEC and industry. This progress is 
well evidenced by the number and 
variety of reactor projects in opera- 
tion and under construction in the 
United States, and by the contracts 
for nuclear engineering and reactor 
plants being awarded to American 
firms by free world nations. 


Atom and the Free World 


It has now been nearly five years 
since President Eisenhower spoke 
before the United Nations on “Atoms 
for Peace,” a speech in which it was 
announced that the United States 
would make available the benefits 
of the peaceful atom to the free 
world. The organizational machinery 
for making available this assistance 
is now in being, including the 
International Atomic Energy Agency 
together with various bilateral agree- 
ments, and most recently the Eura- 
tom Compact, Our nation is now 
faced with the need to implement 
these commitments both from the 
viewpoint of demonstrating our tech- 
nological leadership and strengthen- 
ing the economy of the free world 
The time scale of these needs in 
scope and intensity.is appropriate to 
our domestic program for the de- 
velopment of competitive nuclear 
power, 


It is agreed that appropriate ma- 
chinery is required to bring about 
unity of thought and action on nvu- 
clear reactor policy. We commend 
the efforts of the JCAE and the AEC 
to develop such machinery. These 
efforts must be greatly extended to 
avoid serious complications and to 
create a suitable framework for ef- 
ficient management. The questions 
involved are of such a technical and 
complicated nature that the JCAE 
and AEC should ¢onsider a new ap- 
proach to policy formation. In the 
preliminary stages of such a venture 
it is necessary that independent men 
exchange views freely, and quite 
apart from matters political.

Creation of Sculptor Am- 
manati Will Be Shown 
at Reception. 

The City Art Museum's new 
1542-foot-high fountain, a cre- 
ation of the sixteenth century 
Italian sculptor and architect, 
Bartolomeo Ammanati, will be 
officially unveiled tomorrow 
evening at a reception for the 
Friends of the Museum. The 
reception will last from 5:30 
to 7:30 o'clock. 

The fountain, which has a 
nearly life-size figure of Nep- 
tune at the top, was brought 
here from Italy and is a gift 
from a St. Louisan. Ammanati, 
the creator, was an Italian 
sculptor and architect who 
lived between 1511 and 1592. 

Charles Nagel, museum di- 
rector, said the architectural 
detail indicates the fountain 
was sculpted in about 1555. It 
was done in white Cararra 
marble except for the steps, the 
frame of the balustrade and 
the hexagonal base, which are 
in gray local stone. 

It is believed to have come 
from a palace courtyard in 
Vorno, a small northern hill 
town close to Lucca.

THE TELEVISION SHOW I ever saw, af ex- 
perimental thing from Philadelphia in 1940, consisted 
simply of a couple guys in a couple chairs, talking. And 
last wéek, the big news from television was a couple guys 
in a couple chairs, talking, so that in 18 years we have

The two guys in the two chairs were Arthur Godfrey

a ‘wonderfully unexpected, very live, and thoroughly en- 
tertaining series of programs. Godfrey and Gleason, who 
scarcely know each other, squared off without any advance 
preparation, and, while it was frequently disorderly, the 
tal& had flashes of brilliance and was explosively funny. 


First crack out of the box, Gleason explained 
that he had a terrific ego (who would have guessed 
it?) and “an actor’s talent is a gift from God and 
I like to run around showing that off to every- 
body.” Then he added: “There was some reports 
about—uh—your liking humbleness and I’m sure 
it was distorted,” 


“I think you're the greatest performer that was 
ever on TV. Performer-actor,” declared Godfrey heartily. 

“You know I'm beginning to like you an awful lot,” 
returned Gleason and after that they got along famously. 
Gleason chimed in on the Royal Pudding commercial, 
kidded Tony Marvin about hisegolf, and told marvelous 
stories about his early life in show business. 

“Night clubs,” he reminiseed, “where they throw plates 


at you. And you'd go out and get bagged and do the

third show which takes place at 4:30 in the morning. 
If you're not bagged, there’s no sense in going and doing 
it.” When he wasn't talking about booze, he was sending 
for some and fiercely defending his right to drink the 
stuff, although I didn’t hear anyone dispute it. 

I got a tremendois belt out of oné of his show business 
stories. “A couple of friends of mine whom you know— 
I can mention their names—they told me the story—Jack 
Benny and George ,Burns—were down in Florida. And 
60 Many people were asking them for their autographs— 
50 people a day—that they decided they would go to 
Cuba. They went to Cuba and in one day nobody asked 
them for their autographs and so they flew right back 
to Florida.” Ah, actors! 

On the second day, Gleason and Godfrey warmed to 
their work and began lighting into television critics and 
columnists and newspapers in general with great gusto 
and imagination. “I don’t mind criticism, boy, I love 
it,” said Godfrey. 

“A television critic is in the position of reporting 
an accident to a witness,” said Gleason—one of his 
sharper cracks. 

“I love criticism,” said Godfrey. “Let's not stop them 
from that.” 

“Not me,” said Gleason. “You can have it. I don't 
want it. I'm a gem and the sooner they learn it the 
better.” 

After labeling critics variously as jackals, beasts of 
the jungle and—one of the milder terms of opprobrium— 
tellers ‘of half-truths, the pair got back to television. “I 
like this business,” said Godfrey, “and this is the thing 
that gives me the kick—this talk which I never dreamed 
I'd have with you. Where the heck could I do this jf I 
weren't on the air?” 


“In a bar-room,” said Gleason. And I thought 
that that was exactly the sort of conversation it 
was—a bar-room type conversation. There’s some- 
thing about a TV camera that does that to 
people. Ag someone pointed out the other day, 
you can ask a man questions on television that 
would get your teeth kicked in anywhere else. 


Said Gleason: “I think that the reason people in 
America are afraid to have conversations is because 
Americans hate to do anything badly. And they think that 
they don’t talk well. You don’t need knowledge to ‘alk. 
Look at me. All you need is friendliness, a likeness for 
someone that you are speaking to to sit down and 
chat with them and exchange thoughts And that's a great 
privilege.” 

It certainly is. As a television show, conversation has 
lost—the . quality 
of unexpectedness; like a prize fight. or a ball game, 


' you don’t know when one of the talkers is going to plant 


one on the other guy's chin or land one in the seats. 
It's a great gimmick, conversation, and Godfrey plans 
to continue doing it for a while with other guests.

St. Louis U. Instructor Who Dug Coal in Nova Scotia Describes Human Side of Canadian Tragedy

IN THE PAST FEW WEERS, 
news dispatches from Spring- 
hill, Nova Scotia, a stone's 
throw from the eastern sea- 
board, have brought that small 
Canadian town to the world’s 
attention for the second time 
within a generation. Only last 
Thursday night the last body 
was removed from Cumberland 
mine No. 2, exactly two weeks 
to the hour of the disaster that 
claimed 74 lives. 

The provincial government 

of Nova Scotia declared a day 
of mourning. Prince Philip, on 
his way back to England, 
stopped off at Springhill to 
view the calamity and to take 
back to Europe one more small 
detail in the storied misery of 
man, 
But there was more than 
misery here. As in all great 
tragedy, here too was dis- 
played the heroism and endur- 
ance of men which, never quite 
banishing sorrow, enable us 
to look at man’s misery with- 
out screaming. This was the 
heroism and endurance 
miners, swallowed up in 
earth’s darkness, and of 
draegermen who clawed 
scratched their way in to 
cue them. 

Perhaps since I've lived and 
worked with such men until 
seven years ago, I can, from 
the perspective of distance in 
time and place, tell you what 
manner of men they are. 

I suppose only the men who 
lay there in the silent dark 
could really know what it was 
like. But since they are men 
more given to doing than to 
reflecting, it seems quite likely 
the world will never know the 
feel and texture of the endless 
hours where day and night had 
lost all meaning after the mine 
floor had heaved and buckled 
under them. The long corri- 
dored “wall” was silenced, the 
panline conveyor belt immo- 
bile from the tons of coa] and 
stone that buried it, and the 
whining longwall engine, stilled 
as the stone cut through the 
air hose that fed it. And there 
was the knowledge that when 
the flickering lights on their 
caps gave out there would be 
silence and eomplete darkness. 

They sang hymns and told 
stories. But then, as the dark- 
ness ticked by, they must have 
yearned for the familiar sound 
of scurrying rats that. whis- 
kered about on the upper 
levels near the old workings. 
They would have remembered 
how they had tossed bread 
remnants and orange peelings 
in the darkness, and then 
focused their lights to make 
the rats scurry away squeaking 
with fear. But the rats never 
came this far. So they started 
on their stories and their 
hymns again. 

But if the feel and texture 
of these endless hours can 
never fully be known, it is pos- 
sible to know something of 
these men. What manner of 
men were these who could 
withstand a six- and nine-day 
hunger in the darkness and the 
silence, sing hymns to keep 
themselves sane, and then, 
where there was strength to do 
it, joke as they hit the lightning 
glare at the pithead? 

One man tried to cajole his 
wife into getting him a drop 
of the devil's nectar. And I 
have no doubt she did. One 
man said he felt like a million 
dollars—much of it spent. And 
there was one woman who 
kissed her blackened husband, 
and knew it was “clean dirt” 
she kissed. Already she was 
relenting her sacred vow that 
he would never go down into 
the pit again.

Asked point blank how he 
likes mining, the miner will 
tell you he hates it. He will 
tell you of the dirt that gets in 
his lungs and which takes a 
whole weekend to hawk up. 
He’ll tell you that none of his 
kids will work in the pits, and 
that Toronto or Montreal is 
the only civilized place for a 
man to live. 

He will even go there and 
work, but return, looking 
haunted, and go back to where 
the bosses let him alone and 
where there is point to the 
spending of sweat. He'll swear 
in the darkness at the intrac- 
tability, of the coal, and stone. 
He'll spurt tobacco juice in-a 
fury when the timber he is 
putting up proves too short 
because some of the roof has 
fallen. And he'll threaten with 
his fist if you shine your light 
directly on him so as to blind 
him. In all of these enter- 
prises, he gives expression to 
a range and excitingness of vo- 
cabulary which would have 
made Bowdler pale with terror. 

But if you watch him closely 
you will see that he takes an 
immense satisfaction from his 
work. Pitting himself against 
14 feet of coal which will not 
budge an inch unless he goads 
it on its way, he gives expres- 
sion to the epic stature that 
lurks in every man but only 
infrequently has an opportu- 
nity to assert itself. Every 
deterrent, inanimate or human, 
to the “cleaning out” of his 
“section” becomes an enemy. 
And he treats them as such, 
A recalcitrant timber or a 
visiting superintendent, bent 
on small talk, gets equally im- 
patient short shrift. 

I've worked with such men, 
stripped to the waist, the sweat 
standing out all over us like 
grease. Deaf to the clacking 
and whining fury of the pan- 
line conveyor belt and the 
longwall engine, the men 
load the coal on the panline 
with shovels big as barges. 
Twenty feet long the “wall” 
there is the yell of “Fire,” as 
the shotfirer” prepares to 
dynamite the coal. The men 
huddle behind protective 
“chuck.” The boom comes, and 
the men lurch back to the coal 
face. Their teeth gleam in the 
semi-darkness. 

No one moves slowly on the 
“long wall.” As if epic reputa- 
tions were at stake, the miner 
drives himself, often heedless 
of danger. A glance along the 
“wall” which tells him that his 
“butty” is likely to “clean up” 
before him sometimes makes 
him careless. As luck wil], have 
it, he has so much roof ex- 
posed that he must put up a 
timber. He does so with blows 
of an axe as if it were a per- 
sonal enemy. And in a way it 
is. For while he is doing this, 
the cars at the chute are being 
fed by the panline.

Springhill’s Gloomy Future

comes to a stop. That would 
be the time to put up his tim- 
ber when the panline is _in- 
active. But you put up a tim- 
ber when you need it, not 
when you've got time. In his 
anxiety not to let his “butty” 
get ahead of him, the miner 
sometimes neglects to put up 
his timber. Such anxiety some- 
times leads to sudden death. 

These are the qualities which 
if they lead to tragedy, also 
enable the miner to laugh and 
joke when tragedy — personal 
or communal — strikes. 


The story of a neighbor 
family—a man and his two 
sons—can be taken as a kind 
of epitome of the endurance 
and courage which sustained 
the Springhill workers. The 
story perhaps also illustrates 
what is behind this endurance, 
this apparent heedlessness of 
suffering and agony. 

The father’s name was Hen- 
ry. One day, about 30 years 
ago, he stiffened his back as 
tons of rock and coal slammed 
down on him, and he never 
worked again. But even today, 
his six-foot leanness thickened 
with the years and exasperated 
by idleness, he walks the 
streets at noon, stiff and erect 
from the silver plate in his 
back. He slaps with an awk- 
ward fondness at the miners, 
some of them old friends, some 
of them a new generation, with 
his thick cane as they walk 
together towards the pits. He 
stands by the railing as the 
men go down and bandies in- 
sults with them. Everybody 
says that, put Henry’s back 
against a building and, by God, 


he’d be hard to handle yet. | 


And Henry watches them, the 
old fierceness slowly dying, as 
they move with the pride of 
muscle and the leap of a hun- 
ger in their veins. As he re- 
turns home from the pityard, 


the little kids watch him with | 


envy, for their fathers speak | 
of him often, and double over | 


with idiot laughter, as he 
moves scowling among them 
with his stick and cuffs them 
into laughing submission. 
Even today the men remem- 
ber him as a murderous work- 
er. When he walked home from 
the pits, the “first man outta 
her,” his pit boots rang like

Down in the “long 
wall” where every man was 
king over his 14 feet of coal, 
Joe tended to his kindly duties 
and prerogatives, resenting 
everything in his way, and 
grinning as he imposed order 
over his daily domination.

For 
when it became time for Dan 
to go into the mine, he made 
no pratest. He didn’t suggest 
that Dan go up to Toronto or 
Montreal. He didn’t do that 
at all. He merely said, “She's 
a good place to work in, but 
don't turn your back on her.” 

I am willing to bet that to- 
night in Springhill the men are 


softly promising themselves 
that when the grieving is over, 
they'll return, and keep a 
watchful eye on that dizzy 
dame.

THE MOTHERLY-LOOK- 
ING mayor pro tem of Sagi- 
naw, Mich., has been elected 
councilwoman twice without 
spending a penny, handing out 

a card or kissing a baby, ex- 
aaah her own grandchildren. 

The first time, she wasn't 
even in town until the day be- 
fore the election. 


But the people of Saginaw— 
a community of some 100,000 
northwest of Flint—know Mrs. 
Audra Francis so well and like 
her so much that they marched 
to the polls and elected her 
the town’s first councilwoman 
(to serve with eight council- 
MEN) and four years later re- 
elected her. The council then 
named her mayor pro tem to 
sign papers and go to official 
functions and open the town 
vault when the mayor wasn’t 
around. 

For the past few months, 
though, the mayor has been 
staying close to City Hall be- 
cause his stand-in has been 
taking to the road between 
council meetings. As the new- 
ly-elected president of Zonta, 
International, a service club 
of women executives, Mrs. 
Francis is visiting Zonta clubs 
in major cities on a series of 
tours that brought her to St. 
Louis last week. 


Although Zonta selects only 
one member from each busi- 
ness or profession, and most 
are prominent in the  busi- 
ness world, each club is per- 
mitted to choose one homemak- 
er as a member. Mrs. Francis 
was the housewife named by 
the Saginaw club which seéms 
somewhat ironic because now 
that she’s in, she doesn’t have 
time to stay at home. 

She has been a prominent 
Saginaw clubwoman ever since 
she moved there as a bride 
some 35 years ago, but her 
earliest club and civic interests 
were involved with betterment 
of the community for her chil- 
dren and others.
